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TRADE ENQUIRIES REGARDING MARKETS FOR BRITISH GOODS. 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence invites applications from 
manufacturers and exporters of British goods who are desirous of extending 
their trade. Such applications should specify the countries for which in- 
formation is desired, and indicate— 

(a) The precise kind of goods about which the enquirer desires informa- 
tion, and 

(6) The particular points in regard to which he especially wants to be 
informed. 


Attention is directed to this matter because, if applicants would make 
their enquiries more precise, they would benefit by receiving more precise 
information. If they desire to do an export trade it would be in their 
interest. to state whether they have already succeeded in obtaining any trade 
in countries abroad, whether they are represented by agents there, and if so 
by whom, and whether they are satisfied with their representation. 

Applicants for information as to openings abroad may apply direct to 
H.M, Trade Commissioners and the Imperial ‘Trade Correspondents in the 
British Dominions, the Board of Trade Correspondents in other parts of 
the Empire, and to H.M. Consular Officers in foreign countries, but it is 
generally desirable that they should apply, im the first wmstance, to the 
Department of Commercial Intelligence, 75, Basinghall Street, London, 
B.C. 2, because by the adoption of this course’ much delay may be avoided 
in those cases in which the Department is already in possession of the 
required information.

RUSSIA. 


The British Vice-Consul at Kharkov (Mr. C. Blakey) reports, under date 
27th February, that a group of Moscow merchants 
is interested in an important projected electrical 
undertaking in the Donetz Basin. ‘lhe first sum of 
50,000,000 roubles to finance this project has already 
been secured, and it is proposed very shortly to raise 
the share capital to 120,000,000 roubles. ‘The erection of the central power 
station was to be commenced in March of this year. The company proposes to 
supply electrical energy to, amongst others, the metallurgical industries of 
the Donetz Basin, which in 1913 produced 190,000,000 pouds of pig iron out 
of a total of 283,000,000 pouds for the whole Russian Empire. 

The machinery to be installed in the central power stations is to consist of 
steam-driven turbines, and the fuel for the boilers is to be supplied from 
the waste gases of the coke ovens. Chemical works for obtaining by- 
products from these ovens will be established, and part of the by-products 
utilised for the manufacture of aniline colours. 

In forwarding this report, the Acting British Consul-General at Odessa 
(Mr. J. Picton Bagge) states that, when realised, this undertaking should, in 
addition to solving the problem of power for prospective British factories 
in that district, furnish openings for the sale of machinery and other 
necessary material of British manufacture.

CHINA. 


According to a report by the Canadian Trade Commissioner at Shanghai, 
published in the 26th March issue of the * Weekly 
Heating Stoves. Bulletin” of the Canadian Department of Commerce, 
domestic heating arrangements in China are extremely 
inadequate. The great majority of buildings are not adapted for any other form 
of heating than by open grates. No provision is usually made in building 
construction for a system of flues or chimneys into which stove-pipes might 
be passed, and it is not an uncommon sight to see pipes projecting through 
window frames from which a pane of glass has been removed. Where open 
grates have been found to be so in<ufficient that, in the absence of any other 
form of heating, stoves of some sort are necessary, a type of stove has been 
introduced and has become quite popular; it conforms in appearance to a 
grate (to which it is easily attached), and has a somewhat better heating 
capacity, as it consumes hard or anthracite coal, requires less attention and 
retains the fire longer. 

A point to be considered in respect to a possible market for stoves in China 
is that they are used by the foreign population only; very few Chinese ever 
have any heating arrangements in their houses. As in the case of many 
other articles of foreign manufacture, however, a demand for stoves may 
eventually be cultivated among the Chinese people.

cases possible to suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes without the 
necessity of referring the matter abroad. The Department is, however, 
prepared on application to enquire of His Majesty’s Representatives 
abroad for the names of suitable substitutes. When the applicant wishes 
this done by telegraph he is required to understake to pay the cost of 
telegraphic correspondence. I1t would greatly facilitate the work of the 
Foreign Trade Department if applicants in making enquiries would 
specify the particular trade or trades for which substitutes are required. 

Notr (5).—The Statutory List for each country is telegraphed, on the 
day of issue, to His Majesty’s Representative in that country, who is 
instructed to notify accordingly British Consular Officers, to whom persons 
abroad should apply for information as to names on the List. Persons 
and firms in the United Kingdom with agencies or branches abroad 
would, however, be well advised to furnish such agencies or branches with 
issues of the List as they appear. The Lists for all countries in Central 
or South Ameria are also telegraphed to His Majesty’s Ambassador at 
Washington, who transmits them to H.M. Consul-General at New York 
and to other centres in the United States likely to be interested.

EXPORTS TO NORWAY. 
Scope of the “Ordinary Undertaking.”’ 


The Director of the War Trade Department desires to call attention to the 
notice which appeared on pp. 765-6 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 
22nd March, 1917, announcing that “ general guarantees,” ‘‘ merchants’ 
guarantees,’ and “ manufacturers’ guarantees”’ would thenceforward no 
longer be accepted by the War Trade Department in place of the “ ordinary 
undertakings” referred to in paragraph 2 of the notice which appeared on 
pp. 86-8 of the “ Board of Trade Journal ” of 12th October, 1916. 
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Exports To Norway—continued. 


As some doubt appears to have arisen in regard to the scope of the 
“ordinary undertaking,” the Director desires further to inform exporters 
that consideration will not be given to applications to export prohibited 
goods to Norway unless an “ordinary undertaking,” duly signed by the 
consignee and attested by the Norwegian Ministry of Finance and by a 
British Consular Officer in Norway, is produced, except in respect of the 
following goods, for which, as indicated in the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 
12th October, 1916, special conditions are in force :— 
(A) Coal, coke and manufactured fuel. 
(zB) Cotton, v.e., raw cotton, cotton waste, and cotton yarns.

SHIPMENTS OF RAW SHEEPSKINS TO NORWAY. 

With reference to the notice on pp. 765-6 of the “ Board of Trade Journal! ” 
of 14th September, relative to restrictions on exports of various goods to 
certain countries, it is notified by the Foreign Office that, until further 
notice, there will be no absolute restriction of facilities for the shipment of 
raw sheepskins to Norway, and that in certain circumstances facilities may be 
granted provided the skins are consigned to the Norwegian Tanners’ Associ- 
ation for a member of that Association. This notice does not apply to 
sheepskins with wool, and in the case cf bare pelts the granting of applic- 
ations tor heences to export from this country will be strictly conditional on 
home and Allied requirements and the reasonable requirements of neutral 
countries other than Norway permitting. 
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MERCHANDISE FOR RUSSIA AND NORTHERN PERSIA. 
Transmission by Letter Post Prohibited. 

The Postmaster-General announces that the transmission of merchandise 
by letter post to Russia and Northern Persia is prohibited ; and no packets 
which contain goods can be accepted for transmission to these destinations. 
Packets which contravene this prohibition will be stopped and may be con- 
fiscated. 

Transmission of Samples. 

As the parcel post to both Russia and Northern Persia is suspended, there 
is, for the present, no means of sending merchandise through the post to 
either destination; but there is no objection, under this prohibition, to the 
transmission of bon4-fide samples which comply with the regulations given 
on pp. 59-61 of the Post Office Guide or of anything which may be sent as 
“ printed papers ” or “commercial papers.” 


EXPORT PACKING OF CERTAIN GOODS. 

The following is the text of an Order, dated 24th April, which has been 
made by the Army Council :— 

In pursuance of the powers conferred upon them by the Defence of the 
Realm Regulations, and of every other power enabling them in that behalf, 
the Army Council hereby prohibit the manufacture of cases and crates, and 
the use of new cases and crates, for the packing of the goods listed in 
Schedule A hereto attached: Provided that nothing in this Order shall 
prohibit (1) the export as now packed of goods already packed for export at 
the date of this Order; (2) the packing in cases of the goods listed in 
Schedule B; and (3) the packing in crates of the goods listed in Schedule C.

TRANSHIPMENT OF GOODS. 


The Director of the War Trade Department notities that it has been 
decided by H.M. Government that goods brought to the United Kingdom for 
transhipment to destinations abroad are to be subject to the usual prohibi- 
tions on import and export, except that under a general licence which has 
been issued an import licence will not be required as regards goods brought 
to the United Kingdom in neutral vessels. 

It is important also to give notice that, in view of the existing shipping 
situation, it is not considered desirable that vessels coming to the United 
Kingdom should bring cargo for transhipment to foreign countries, and 
that it may be necessary to restrict considerably the issue of licences. 

Applications for permission to tranship goods should be made on a special 
form, copies of which may be obtained on personal application at any 
Custom House. This form, duly filled up, should be presented to the 
Collector of Customs at the port of arrival, together with the usual tran- 
shipment entries, and when an application is to tranship goods to neutral 
countries in Europe the usual guarantees, certificates, or undertakings 
required for the export of similar goods from the United Kingdom should, 
as a rule, be attached to the form. 

It is, however, recognised that this procedure may not be practicable 
where guarantees, etc., appropriate to direct shipments from overseas, have 
already been obtained by the ultimate consignees, and in such cases it will 
be sufficient for the present if the reference number of such documents is 


quoted. (D.C.1. 22,311). 





IMPORTATION AND DISTRIBUTION OF PETROLEUM. 
Appointment of a Controlling Board of Petroleum Supplies. 


By the requirement of the Government the principal petroleum companies 
have arranged to pool their distributing facilities in this country and also 
the tonnage employed in bringing supplies to the United Kingdom, with the 
object of releasing men for the Army and effecting economy in various 
directions. 

A Controlling Board with Mr. E. Houghton Fry (Director of Munitions 
Petroleum Supplies) as Chairman has been appointed by the Government, 
the Offices of the Board being at the Ministry of Munitions, 8, Northumber- 
land Avenue, London, 8.W. 1. The Board will have the title *‘ Pool Board, 
Petroleum Supplies,” and will consist of representatives of the following 
companies :—The Anglo-American Oil Company, Ltd.; the Anglo-Mexican 
Petroleum Company, Ltd.; the Bowring Petroleum Company, Ltd.; the 
“Shell” Marketing Company, Ltd.; the British Petroleum Company, Ltd.; 
the Homelight Oil Company, Ltd.; the Union Petroleum Products Company, 
Ltd.; and Messrs. H. P. Wheatley & Company, Ltd. 

Mr. Alfred C. Adams will also he a member of the Board and will act as 
Chairman of the Distribution Committee. 

All products, except lubricating oils, hitherto delivered under proprietary 
brands, will in future be delivered under war brands, and distributed under 
the authority of the Pool Board.

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> TRADING IN WAR MATERIAL. 


Permission to Trade in Whale Oil (other than Sperm QOil). 


With reference to the notice on p. 877 of the “ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 29th June, 1916, relative to an Order, dated 24th June, made by the 
Minister of Munitions in pursuance of the powers conferred upon him by 
Regulation 304 of the Defence of the Kealm Regulations, ordering that the 
war material to which the Regulation applies should include whale oil other 
than sperm vil, it is notified that as the Minister of Munitions deems it 
desirable that certain limited sales and purchases of such whale oil should be 
permitted, he authorises and permits, until further notice, the sale and pur- 
chase, and negotiations for the sale and purchase, of whale oil (other than 
sperm oil) situate in the United Kingdom, subject to the following con- 
ditions :— 

1. No person shall, either by himself or his agent, in any consecutive 
period of three calendar months, sell or purchase, or negotiate for the sale 
or purchase, of more than a total quantity of 25 tons.

RESTRICTIONS ON DEALING IN SEEDS, OILS AND FATS. 


The following is the text of an Order, dated Ist May, which has been made 
by the Minister of Munitions :— 

The Minister of Munitions, in exercise of the powers conferred upon him 
by the Defence of the Realm Regulations, and of all other powers enabling 
him, hereby Orders as follows :— 

1. As from the date hereof until further notice no persons shall purchase, 
sell or, except for the purpose of carrying out a contract in writing existing 
prior to such date for the sale or purchase of any of the articles specified in 
the first schedule hereto,.deal in any of the said articles whether situated 
within or without the United Kingdom except under and in accordance with 
the terms of a licence issued by or under the authority of the Minister of 
Munitions, provided that— 

(a) No licence shall be required— 

Gi.) By a seller for the sale of any of the said articles situated within the 
United Kingdom in quantities not exceeding one ton; provided that 
the total quantity of all the said articles sold by him or on his 
behalf to or on behalf of any one purchaser during any one calendar 
month does not exceed five tons. 

(ii.) By a purchaser for the purchase of any of the said articles situated 
within the United Kingdom in quantities not exceeding one ton; 
provided that the total quantity of all the said articles purchased by 
him or on his behalf in any one calendar month does not exceed 
tive tons. 

2. As from the date hereof until further notice no person shall purchase, 
sell or deal in or offer to purchase, sell or deal in any of the articles specified 
in the second schedule hereto at a price exceeding the price set opposite to 
the same in the second schedule. Provided that this restriction on price 
shall not apply to any sale or purchase of any of the said articles under 
which clause 1 of this Order is authorised to be effected without any licence 
issued by or under the authority of the Minister of Munitions. 

3. All parties to any of the transactions herein specified shall require or 
dlisclose (as the case may be) all such information as may be necessary for or 
required by such parties as aforesaid or by or under the authority of the 
Minister for the purpose of satisfying them or him that the provisions of this 
Order have not been contravened.

4, All persons affected by this Order shall make all such returns as to 
stocks, purchases, sales, payments, prices and dealings in any of the articles 
specified in the first schedule hereto as shall from time to time be required 
by or under the authority ot the Minister of Munitions.

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FOOD ORDERS AND NOTIFICATIONS. 


The Ministry of Food announces that the following Orders have been 
issued - 

Requisition of Burmah Peas and Beans, 

The Food Controller has made an Order, dated Ist May, under which he 
takes over from the original consignees all Burmah peas and beans to arrive 
in this country, at the price of £37 per ton for hand picked white beans and 
at corresponding prices for other varieties. All contracts for sale made by 
consignees and persons claiming under them are cancelled, and sellers and 
buyers are released from all hability as to brokerage. The transaction 
extends to between 50,000 and 60,000 tons, the market price of which betore 
the intervention of the Food Controller was in the region of £80 per ton. 
The beans so commandeered will be retailed at a price not exceeding 6d. per 
lb. as against the current price of 1s. per lb. 

“The Freshwater Fish (Ireland) Order, 1917.” 

By the Freshwater Fish (Ireland) Order, 1917, dated 25th April, made by 
the Food Controller, the Department of Agriculture and Technical Lustruc- 
tion for Lreland is empowered to authorise the taking of freshwater fish in 
Ireland, notwithstanding that the methods authorised by the Department’s 
Order would otherwise be unlawful. Salmon, sea trout and pollen are not 
included in the definition of Freshwater Fish. 


“The Seed Potatoes (Prices) Order (No. 3.), 1917. 

By the Seed Potatoes (Prices) Order (No. 5), 1917, dated 30th April, the 
Food Controller has extended until Ist June, 1917, the Orders regulating the 
prices at which seed potatoes may be sold. (D.C.1L. 22,175.) 

Guaranteed Minimum Price for Potatoes. 

A number of enquiries have been addressed to the Board of Agriculture 
and Fisheries as to the guaranteed minimum price for potatoes that was 
promised in the Prime Minister's speech in the House of Commons on 25rd 
February last. The President of the Board wishes it to be known that the 
promise is to be interpreted on the lines indicated by the previous offer made 
by the Food Controller, t.e., that the Government guarantees to the grower a 
price of £6 per ton f.o.r. or f.o.b. for all sound marketable ware potatoes 
grown in 1917, which will not pass through a 12 inch sieve, in lots of not 
less than 4 tons on and after 15th September, 1917. Detailed regulations 
will be issued. 


USE OF COCAINE BY UNREGISTERED DENTAL PRACTITIONERS. 

The Home Secretary notifies that the permission granted to persons bond 
fide engaged on 28th July, 1916, in practising dentistry but not registered 
under the Dentists Act, 1878, to purchase preparations containing not more 
than 1 per cent. of cocaine, for use solely as local anaesthetics in connection 
with dental work, bas been extended to dist Juiy next. 








PASSPORTS FOR THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 

The Foreign Office notifies that after 39th April all persons travelling to 
the United States of America must have their passports visé by a United 
States Diplomatic or Consular Officer.

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INDUSTRY AND COMMERCE AFTER THE WAR. 


In a speech delivered at the Aldwych Club, London, on 26th April, Sir 
Albert Stanley, M.P., President of the Board of Trade, spoke of the necessity 
of bringing British industrial and commercial methods up to date. He said 
that in most of the great industries which have secured enormous wealth and 
commanding position to other countries, the United Kingdom had taken the 
initiative. The iron and steel industry furnished an example of what had 
happened: not many years ago the United Kingdom produced nearly 60 per 
cent. of all the steel produced in the world; but in 1914 Germany produced 
85 per cent. more pig iron and 143 per cent. more steel than this country. 
In spelter and copper the United Kingdom was entirely dependent for supplies 
upon Germany. By business organisation Germany had established sucha hold 
upon the non-ferrous metals of the world that, at the outbreak of war, the 
United Kingdom found itself dependent on Germany not only for supplies, 
but also for any statistical infcrmation which would be a guide in deter- 
mining new sources of supply. 

Another example was to be found in the dye industry. In itself it was 
worth, roundly speaking, £2,000,000 a year. The great textile industry, 
which is dependent upon the dye industry for its existence, is worth to 
this country more than £100,000,000 a year; yet at the outbreak of the war 
this country was dependent almost entirely on Germany for its supply of dyes. 
Could anyone believe, Sir Albert asked, that Germany or any other nation, 
finding themselves in that position, would permanently be satistied to secure 
to themselves a trade worth £2,000,000 a year when there was dependent 
upon it a trade worth more than £100,000,000 a year ? 

These illustrations showed the extreme seriousness of allowing the system 
of penetration to continue. He could not help thinking, perhaps wrongly. 
that past Governments of this country really failed to take into 
account the fundamental fact that this was a commercial era, and that the 
efficient conduct of the great industries of the country was absolutely vital 
to its welfare. Unless industries could be carried on with an equal degree 
of efficiency, unless they could produce their manufactured products at 
prices that would compare favourably with those of their great foreign com- 
petitors, what chance had this country of succeeding in establishing its p!ace 
with the other nations of the world’ He thought that the Governments 
from now on would take an infinitely greater interest in industry, and 
would make it their business to see that it was carried on efficiently, and 
that there would be secured to the country the establishment of industrial 
enterprises which would make it absolutely secure against dependence on 
any foreign country for any essential commodity. 

One thing, Sir Albert continued, had struck him as being rather peculiar 
to many business undertakings in this country, and that was the extraordi- 
nary desire so many seem to have to retain for themselves what they 
considered important secrets of their business. There appeared to be very 
little desire on the part of men engaged in business to exchange ideas with 
their contemporaries. Surely there was everything to be gained by an 
exchange of ideas! He suggested for the consideration of business men that 
it would be desirable and in their interest if some of this conservatism could 
be abandoned in favour of a more free trade policy between them. 

Proceeding, Sir Albert said that those who have on their shoulders the 
responsibility for the conduct of great business enterprises, and have under 
their charge the welfare and happiness of a great staff, cannot be free to 
determine solely for themselves exactly how those businesses should be 
conducted and to what extent they proposed to expand and develop them. 
[f a duty rested upon the workman to give the best of himself in return for 
a day's wage, he thought it rested upon the employer to do likewise. 

An employer should not be allowed to be satisfied with carrying his 
business to a certain point of expansion. ‘There could be no standing still in 
business. Every man who was interested in a great business had to make 
that business as big as conditions would permit. ‘The methods prevailing in 
other countries must be studied,.and if it was found, as was so common in 
this country, that small undertakings could not exist in competition with the 
great combinations that are found in other countries, then it seemed to him 
that methods must be adapted to meet the altered conditions. 
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The competition that had been experienced in the past was no criterion of 
the competition that would have to be faced in the future. It would be 
something that would require the ingenuity, foresight, courage, resourceful- 
ness, and brains of every man in the country. Sir Albert concluded by 
saying that he had no doubt whatever what the result would be, if the 
business interests of this country would only realise the changed conditions, 
and would adapt themselves to meet those conditions, recognising that the 
methods of the old must give way before the methods of the new. 





BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 
Lists of Buyers of British Goods in Foreign Markets—Form K. 


In connection with the restrictions imposed on trading with firms in 
foreign markets by means of the Statutory List, the Foreign Trade Depart- 
ment have taken up the question of obtaining from H.M. Diplomatic and 
Consular Officers in certain foreign countries fuller and more systematised 
information than has been available hitherto in regard to possible importers 
or buyers of British goods. With this object in view the Foreign Trade 
Department have issued a circular (known as Form K) to H.M. Diplomatic 
and Consular Officers in the following markets, viz.:—Spain, Portugal, 
Persia, Siam, China, Japan, Dutch East Indies, Philippine Islands, Morocco, 
Liberia, and the Republics of Central and South America, instructing them 
to furnish the names and addresses of recommended firms desirous of trading 
with the United Kingdom. In order to enhance the value of these lists the 
Consuls have been asked to supply certain particulars in regard to firms 
whose names they furnish, including such items as European references and 
local bankers ; whether the business is wholesale or retail; whether the firm 
imports on own account or consignment, or commission basis, and terms of 
trading; the principal goods required and method of transport and route 
from nearest port ; the names of firms on the Statutory List which the recom- 
mended firm can replace; the composition of the firm with nationality of 
principals ; and the language in which correspondence should be carried on. 

Particulars are also to be furnished as regards the mode of transport and 
route from the nearest port in cases where the firm recommended desires 
delivery of the goods purchased at an up-country town. 

The firms reported on are to be classified under the following main 
trade headings :— 

Building Materials, etc.—Cement, contractors’ supplies, paving material, 
roofing paper, sanitary appliances, timber, wallpaper. 

Chemicals.—Chemicals and drugs, disinfectants, manures (chemical), 
perfumery, tanning material. 

Coal.—Coke, patent fuel. 

Electrical Machinery.—Electrical appliances and fittings. 

Furniture —Bedsteads, etc., carpets, rugs, furniture, linoleum, oilcloth, 
mangles. 

General.—General commission agents, general merchants. 

(jlass.—Chinaware, glassware, earthenware (sanitary), filters, firebricks, 
glass (window). 

Tron and Sieel.—Cutlery, fencing (wire), gas fittings, hardware and iron- 
mongery, heating apparatus, iron and steel, lamps, metals, mining requisites, 
pipes, tubes, etc., railway materials, safes, stoves, ranges, tinplates, tools, 
tramway material, wire, wire gouds, water supply fittings. 

Leather.—Belting, boots and shoes, hides and skins, leather goods, saddlery, 
harness, travelling requisites. 

Machinery.—Agricultural machinery and implements, dairy appliances, 
engines (steam, gas, oil), knitting machines, locomotives, machine tools, 
machinery (general), scales and weighing machines, sewing machines. 

Paint.—Greases, oils, varnishes, rope, ship chandlery, soap (common), 
waste (cotton, etc.). 

Paper.—Inks (printing and writing), paper, stationery, typewriters. 
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List oF Buyers or British Goops in Foreign MAarKEtS—Form™ K., 


Provisions.—Aerated waters, confectionery, fish, groceries, etc., tobacco, 
wines and spirits. 

Rubber.—Rubber goods (household), rubber goods (surgical). 

Ships.—Anchors, chains, etc., boats, launches (motor, ete.), shipbuilding 
materials. 

Sporting requisites.—Arms and ammunition, musical instruments, photo- 
graphic requisites. 

Tewtiles—Bags and sacks (canvas, etc.), clothing, cottons, staple articles, 
dress and fancy goods, embroidery, lace, haberdashery, hats (men’s, 
women's), hosiery, jute goods, millinery outfitters s, silk goods, tarpaulins, 
umbrellas, woollen goods, dress goods, men’s wear, linings, waterproofs, etc., 
yarns. 

Vehicles—Baby carriages, etc., carriages and accessories, cycles and 
accessories, motor cars and accessories, tyres (rubber, etc.). 

Watches—Jew ellery, precious stones, scientific instruments, silver goods, 
plated goods, watches and clocks. 

Miscellaneous A.—Goods not included in the foregoing classification. 

B.—Supplementary Information—Banks, patents, trade- 
mark agents, credit encuiry offices, lawyers, solicitors, 
etc., local newspapers considered suitable for adver- 
tising purposes. 

In addition to furnishing the above lists of firms, H M. Consular Officers 
are to send quarterly reports giving figures showing the value of the import 
and export trade of their district, and the shares of the United Kingdom and 
the principal competing countries, together with brief particulars as to 
weights, measures and currency in use, name of port of supply and chief 
inland distributing centre, total population, etc., ete. 

A number of replies to the Circular have already been received by the 
Foreign Trade Department, and the information thus collected will shortly 
be available for distribution tu British firms likely to be interested. 

In order to secure an effective method of distribution, the Foreign Trade 
Department have arranged for the dissemination of the information by the 
Association of Chambers of Commerce of the United Kingdom (through its 
Associate Chambers of Commerce), the London Chamber of Commerce, and 
the Federation of British Industries. When necessary the information will 
also be distributed through approved Trade Associations. 

The Foreign Trade Department have also instructed H.M. Diplomatic and 
Consular Officers to send duplicate copies of their replies to the Department 
of Commercial Intelligence. Lists of buyers of British goods in the countries 
spec ified above, together with the further particulars of the business of suc th 














firms which are asked for under Form K., are therefore now being received 


in the Department | of Commercial Intelligence, and will shortly be available 


to United Kingdom m: mufacturers and dealers in United Kingdom goods, 














on apelivation. at the Offices of the Department, 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, H.C. 2., as well as at the Foreign Trade Department.

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“THE BRITISH TRADE CORPORATION.” 


The following announcement was issued by the Privy Council Office on 


14th April :— 


His Majesty was this day pleased, by and with the advice of His Privy 
Council, to approve the Draft of a Charter of Incorporation for ** The British 
Trade Corporation.” 

‘The establishment of this Corporation is the outcome of the Report of the 
(‘Committee on Financial Facilities for Trade, which was reviewed on p. 944 
of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 28th September last. Speaking at the 
Annual Conference of the Association of Chambers of Commerce of the 
United Kingdom, held in London on 20th and 2lst March, Sir Albert 
Stanley, M.P., the President of the Board of Trade, stated that the object of 
the Corporation, which would have the sympathy and support of the Govern- 
ment, would be to facilitate the development of British trade at home and 
abroad. There was ample room for such an institution in this country. It 
would not interfere with the operations of the British joint stock banks or any 
British or Colonial banks, to whose work Sir Albert paid a cordial tribute, but 
would fulfil functions for industry and trade which the present banking insti- 
tutions were, perhaps, not capable of doing. He was quite sure that all the 
banks would give their sympathy and support to the new undertaking, and he 
hoped they would see their way to become large shareholders in the institu- 
tion. The Corporation would have on its Board representatives of industry 
and commerce, and have associated with it men expert in various industries 
and possessed of a very wide knowledge of the world and its affairs. It was 
proposed to attach to it an Information Bureau capable of examining new 
projects with a view to extenaing credit where needed. }

The values stated fur the latest year shown are provisional and subject to 
rectification. In some cases all the values are those declared by importers or 
exporters, as in the United Kingdom; in others they are based on an official 
schedule of values which is subjected to revision after the close of each year, 
the values used in the current returns being those fixed in the latest com- 
pleted revision. In general, the values so fixed represent the level of prices 
in the preceding year. The countries adopting the system of official values 
annually revised are :—France, Italy, Spain and (for imports) Switzerland. 
The figures in italics are bused, wholly or mainly, on the prices of some earlier 
yeur than that under which they are shown. 

In the case of Russia, France, Italy, Egypt, Argentina, Japan, Canada, 
and the United Kingdom, the import figures given in the above summaries 
represent imports for home consumpticn. In all cases the export figures are 
intended to represent exports of domestic produce. In most cases, however, 
they include a certain amount of “nationalised ” goods, t.e., goods originally 
imported for consumption, and which, if dutiable, have been charged with 
duty, but which are subsequently re-exported.

MONTHLY ACCOUNTS OF TRADE AND NAVIGATION, 

Considerations of economy and, at the same time, of the desirability of 
withholding information which might prove of service to the enemy, have 
caused the Board of Trade to decide on the temporary exclusion from the 
Monthly Accounts of Trade and Navigation, beginning with the issue for 
March, of all particulars of the countries from or to which Imports and 
Exports are consigned, together with all particulars of the movement of 
shipping. 

Such particulars of the countries to which exports are consigned as have 
hitherto been published in the Monthly Accounts will continue to be 
available for the use of British manufacturers and merchants who may need 
them for business purposes, on the understanding that the information so 
furnished will be used for this purpose only and that it will not be 
published.

FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM 
IN MARCH, 1917.* 
I.— GENERAL. 


The trade returns for March, 1917, when compared with those for March, 
1916, show decreases in the value of the imports into the United Kingdom, 
and of the exports of foreign and colonial merchandise, but an increase in 
the value of the exports of the produce and manufactures of the United 
Kingdom. As compared with March, 1915, the returns show increases in 
the value of the imports into the United Kingdom, and of the exports of the 
produce and manufactures of the United Kingdom, but a decrease in the 
value of the exports of foreign and colonial merchandise.

From these figures it will be seen that in March, 1917, the imports showed 
a decrease in value of 5°8 per cent. as compared with March, 1916, but an 
increase of 7°5 per cent. over the figures for March, 1915. The value of 
the exports of the produce and manufactures of the United Kingdom 
showed an increase of 17°3 per cent. over those of March, 1916, and one of 
40°2 per cent. over the correspending month of 1915, whilst the exports 
of foreign and colonial merchandise showed a decrease in value of 141 per 
cent. as compared with March, 1916, and a decrease of 0°6 per cent. as 
compared with March, 1!)15.

PROTECTION OF INDUSTRIAL PROPERTY IN THE 
FRENCH ZONE OF MOROCCO. 


With reference to the notice on p. 631 of the “ Board of Trade Journal ” of 
3lst August, 1916, relative to the protection of patents, designs and trade 
marks in the French Zone of Morocco, H.M. Agent and Consul-General at 
Tangier has forwarded a copy of an Arrété Viziriel, dated 21st February, 
which lays down the procedure to be followed in making applications for the 
granting of patents and the registration of designs and trade marks. These 
regulations, likethe Dahir of 26th June, 1916, under which thev are made, are 
based upon the French jaws on the subject. 

The Dahir was tocome into operation on Ist March last, not on Ist January, 
1917, as was originally intended.

TEMPORARY GOVERNMENT FOR AMERICAN WEST 
INDIAN ISLANDS. 


H.M. Embassy at Washington has forwarded a copy of an Act (No. 389— 
64th Congress), which was passed by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the United States and approved on 3rd March, having for its object 
the provision of a temporary Government for the West Indian Islands 
which have been acquired from Denmark by the United States. 

The Act provides, inter alia, for. the vesting of all military, civil and 
judicial powers necessary to govern the West Indian Islands in a Governor 
and in such person or persons as the President may appoint, and the estab- 
lishment of a customs régime (se notice on p. 191 of last week's issue of the 
“ Board of Trade Journal.’’). (E. 31,846.) 





TRANSPORT PERMITS FOR GOODS PASSING IN TRANSIT 
THROUGH FRANCE TO SWITZERLAND. 

With reference to the notice at pages 119-121 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” for the llth January, respecting the regulations governing the 
transit through France of goods sent trom the United Kingdom to Switzer- 
land, the Board of Trade are now in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of 
information to the effect that transport permits are dispensed with in the 
undermentioned cases, in respect of goods which are accompanied by the 
‘pink certificate’ issued by the British Custon:s authorities : 

(1) Consignments of goods (without limitation as to weight) which are 
sent to Switzerland vid the ports ot Rordeaux, Cette, or Marseilles, and 
which are loaded at those ports on Swiss rolling stock for conveyance to 
Switzerland. 

(2) Consignments of goods sent in transit to Switzerland vid French ports 
other than those above mentioned,* to the amount of one metric ton per day 
Jrom ang one shipper to any one consignee, and provided that the goods are 
loaded in Swiss railway trucks. 

In all other cases, it is necessary to obtain a transport pern it (bon de 
transport) from the 4th Bureau of the Ministry of War in Pari-. (C. 7,513.)

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


The’ Board of Trade are in receipt of a copy of a Circular of the United 
Tariff Treatment ~ 73 et See on oe dated the 
of Samples. «ist vecember, 1: 6, re ating to the ariit treatment 

of samples imported into the United States. 

This Circular states that under date of 19th June, 1915, the Department 
promulgated regulations (T'.D. 35,539) governing the free entry of samples. 
These regulations provided in part that textile fabrics not exceeding 9 inches 
in length should be considered as of no commercial value and admiited free, 
without bond for their exportation, and without being cut, punched, slashed, 
or perforated, and that samples of textile fabrics exceeding 9 inches in length 
should be assessed with duty if not entered under bond for exportation, 
unless cut, slashed, punched, or indelibly stamped across the face in such 
manner as to destroy their value as merchandise. 

The correspondence on file in the Departinent shows that these regulations 
are neither satisfactory to importers of these samples nor to the domestic 
manufacturers of textile fabrics. he importers claim that 9-inch samples 
are inadequate for sample purposes in almost every line of fabrics, laces, etc., 
and that when these samples exceeding 9 inches in length are cut, slashed, 
etc., their values as samples are impaired in some cases and in others wholly 
destroyed. ‘The domestic manufacturers, on the other hand, complain of the 
large quantities of textile samples admitted free of duty under TD. 35,539 
and contend that there is no provision of law authorising the free entry of 
these samples. 

Under various regulations promulgated by the Department it has been the 
practice for approximately 00 years to pass free of duty samples of the 
character under consideration when returned by the appraiser as of ‘* no 
commercial value”’ or “no mercantile value.” ‘The Department's regulations 
for the period mentioned have apparently been based upon the theory that 
merchaniise only is subject to duty, and that samples which are not suitable 
for sale, but are used for the purpose of selling the class of goods they 
represent, have no commercial or mercantile value and are not “ mer- 
chandise.” 

The Department, after careful consideration of this question, has, however, 
reached the conclusion that there is no warrant of law for the position taken 
by the Department in the decisions cited that articles not ‘ merchandise ” 
are exempt from duty; and that it is without authority of law to permit the 
entry free of duty of samples, except as provided in paragraph J of Sub- 
section 4 of Section 4 of the Tariff Act (which provides for the free entry of

samples imported solely for use in, taking orders for merchandise, if a bond 
is given for their re-exportation within six months). 

The regulations of 19th June, 1915, are accordingly revoked, and 
collectors are directed, 30 days from the date of this Circular, to assess duty 
upon all samples on the value returned by the appraiser or on the entered 
value, if higher than the appraised value, unless the same are articles of a 
character entitled to admission free of duty under some paragraph of the 
Free List. (C. 7,359.) 


A Circular of the United States Treasury Department (T.D. 36,887) lays 
. . down the following regulations relating to the invoicing 
snvolces 01 ‘tobacco imported into the United States. Thes 
Imported Tobacco. of tobacco imported into the nited States. hese 
regulations supersede those noted at page 195 of the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” for the 20th July, 1916 :— 

Pursuant to the provisions of paragraph 182 and paragraph D of Section 3 
of the Tariff Act of October 3, 1913, invoices of imported tobacco must 
specify in detail the character of the tobacco contained in each bale, its origin 
as to country and province, the year of its production, and the grade or 
grades contained in each bale, specifying the number of carrots of each 
grade, when more than one grade is packaged in a bale, the time when and 
the place where and from whom purchased, and the price paid or to be paid 
for each bale or package, if purchased by the bale or package, or for the veg: 
or lot if purchased in bulk; and if obtained otherwise than by purchase the 
actual market value per bale. 

Invoices covering or including bales of tobacco which are part of a vega 
or lot purchased in bulk must contain or be accompanied by a full 
description of the vega or lot purchased, or, if such description has been 
furnished with a previous importation, specify the date and number of the 
consular invoice in which the same has been incorporated. 

Packages or bales when containing filler leaf only shall be inwoiced as 
filler; when containing both filler and wrapper, but not more than 15 per 
cent. of wrapper, shall be invoiced as mixed; and when containing more 
than 15 per cent. of wrapper, shall be invoiced as wrapper. Collectors will 
not permit entry of tobacco unless the invoice conforms to the above 
requirements. 

If any bale is found to contain 10 per cent. more wrapper than that 
specified in the invoice or is found to disagree materially with the invoice 
specifications as to origin or grade and there is reasonable cause to suspect 
fraud, the Collector will withhold delivery of the particular package so 
disagreeing and report the facts to the special agent in charge for investiga- 
tion. If the investigation discloses fraudulent invoicing, the tobacco should 
be seized ana the facts reported by the Collector to the United States 
attorney for prosecution. 


Another Circular of the Department (T.D. 36,938), dated 25rd January, calls 
attention to the decision of the Court of Customs 
Appeals (T.D. 36,905) concerning the tariff classifie 
cation of certain seamless Wilton and _ tapestry 
Brussels rugs (see p. 32 of the * Board of Trade 
Journal” for the 5th April), 

The Department is advised by the Assistant Attorney General that a large 
number of protests presenting analogous questions are pending before the 
United Stutes Board of General Appraisers, and after careful consideration 
the Department has decided to make up a new case upon a more complete 
record. Therefore, pending a final decision in the matter, Collectors are to 
continue to assess duty on merchandise of the character in question at the 
rate of 50 per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 300 of the Tariff.

Department (T.D. 57,005) notifies that the regulations 
in question will not become applicable to sheepskins, 
goatskins and deerskins until July lst, 1917. 

Certain amendments of the regulations are notified in a further Circular 
(T.D. 37,028), as follows :— 

(1) Regulation V. is amended to read as follows :— 

REGULATION V. 
Wool and hair. 

Section 1. Raw wool or hair clipped from live animals, wool or hair which 
has been properly scoured, and noils of wool and hair which have been 
similarly processed may be imported without disinfection or certification. 

Section 2. Picked or pulled wool or hair may be imported if acc ompanied 
by a declaration of the exporter, authenticated by the United States consul 
at the port of shipment, designating the bales or packages thereof by their 
markings, indicating the consignor, consignee, and number of the invoice, 
and stating that all the wool or hair contained in the bales or packages came 
a animals free from anthrax. ‘The consignee or owner of the wool or hair 

* his agent shall be required to file a satisfactory bond or agreement 
pan be proper facilities of disinfection at the establishment to which the 
shipment is consigned, and that such wool or hair will be disinfected or 
sterilized by proper exposure to a temperature of not less than 165° F, prior 
to any transfer or reshipment from such establishment. If such wool or 
hair when offered for entry is unaccompanied by the above-mentioned 
declaration, its entry will be permitted upon condition that the consignee or 
owner thereof or his agent files a satisfactory bond or agreement assuring 
proper facilities for disinfection at the establishment to which the shipment 
is consigned, and that all of such wool or hair will be disinfected or sterilized 
by proper exposure to a temperature of not less than 200° F. for at least 15 
minutes prior to any transfer or reshipment from such establishment. 

Section 3. Importation of abattoir pulled woo] will be permitted without 
restrictions from any country maintaining a veterinary inspection system 
ascertained by the Secretary of Agriculture and certified by him to the 
Secretary of the T'reasury, from time to time, to be the substantial equivalent 
of the veterinary inspection system maintained by the United States, when 
accompanied by a certificate signed by an official veterinary inspector of 
such country to the effect that said wool was procured from sheep 
slaughtered therein under Government inspection, and that in the process of 
wet pulling and drying it has been subjected to a temperature of not less 
than 165° F. Such certificate must indicate the number of bales, marks, 
names and addresses of consignor and consignee, district of origin, date of 
shipment, invoice number, and vessel transporting. 

Section 4. Wool or hair not otherwise provided for in these regulations or 
not complying with the provisions thereof may be imported upon the condi- 
tion that such articles will be shipped from port of entry to destination in 
sealed cars or satisfactory sealed containers after the bales have been white- 
washed at the port of entry under the supervision of an inspector of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, that the destination be a factory or establish- 
ment having satisfactory facilities for sterilizing or disinfecting the same, 
and that they will there be sterilized or disinfected by proper exposure to a 
temperature of not less than 200° F. for at least 15 minutes or in such manner 
as may be directed by the Chief of the Bureau of Animal Industry prior to 
any transfer or reshipment therefrom. Such wool or hair may be stored in 
bond at the port of entry, subject to shipment and sterilization or disinfec-

tion, as herein provided, on being released from bond. ‘l'he consignee, owner, 
or his agent will be required to file a satisfactory bond or agreement to 
fulfil all requirements as to shipments or disinfection. 


(2) A new Regulation (No. X) is added, to read as follows :— 
REGULATION X. 
Certificates from other than consular officers. 


Section 1. Whenever it shal! be determined by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture, after investigation, that in any foreign country or district thereof 
in which no United States consular officer is located there is a satisfactory 
qualified official, anthorised by the Government of such foreign country to 
sign and issue certificates stating that anthrax is not prevalent and that 
neither foot and mouth disease nor rinderpest exists in the district from 
which articles enumerated in these regulations are shipped, to sign and issne 
other certificates, to authenticate certificates, affidavits, and other declara- 
tions, and to supervise the whitewashing of hides and skins, as specified in 
the regulations, due notice will be given of such determination, and there- 
after such official may sign and issue the said certificates, authenticate the 
said certificates, affidavits and declarations, and supervise the whitewashing 
of hides and skins in manner and form prescribed in the regulations, and 
such acts performed by the said official shall have the same force and effect 
as if performed by any United States consular officer. 

Section 2. The name of each foreign official authorised to do and perform 
the acts specified in section 1 of this regulation, when submitted to, and 
approved by, the Secretary ot Agriculture, will be published, and the Chief 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry shall file with each official a copy of these 
regulations and copies of amendments which may hereafter be made thereto. 
No act specified in section 1 performed by a foreign official shall be recognised 
unless performed by an official whose name has been published, as required, 
herein, and whose authority to do such acts has not been revoked. 

The following is the substance of some decisions respecting the application

Ruling of the United States Treasury Department. 

Flaxseed and screenings.—Flaxseed with screenings mingled therewith is 
dutiable as all flaxseed at the rate of 20 cents per bushel of 56 pounds under 
paragraph 212 of the Tariff. [‘T.D. 36,948). 

' Note.—The above modifies a decision of June, 1914 (T.D. 34,537), noted at 
page 114 of the “ Board of Trade Journal ” for the 9th July, 1914.) 

Decisions of the United States Court of Customs Appeals. 

Leather cut to Forms—Picker Straps.—Strips of leather, designed to be 
manufactured into picker straps, are not dutiable as manufactures of 
leather under paragraph 360 of the Tariff, or as non-enumerated articles 
manufactured in part under paragraph 385, ‘They are admissible free of 
duty as “ leather,” under paragraph 550. ['T.D. 36,962. | 

Leather cut into Forms—Ma nufactures of Leather.—Strips ct partly dressed 
leather, to be converted by further manufacturing processes into razor strops, 
are not dutiable as “manufactures of leather ” under paragraph 360 of the 
Tariff, or as nonenumerated articles partly manufactured under paragraph 
385. They are admissible free of duty as “leather,” under paragraph 530. 
[T. OD. 36,966. ] 

Glass and Manufactures of Glass,—Construction of Paragraphs 86, 90, 
and 95, Tariff Act of 1913.—Polished cylinder glass sheets which have been 
so far advanced or processed as to lose the character of polished cylinder 
glass under paragraph 86 of the Tariff, have concurrently lost the right of 
classification under that and paragraph 90, and may be classified under puara- 
graph 95 as “all glass or manufactures of glass * * * not specially 
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provided for,” whether or not they have been so far advanced or processed as 
to constitute “ manufactures.” 

Wind Shields— Polished Cylinder Glass and Manufactures of. —Merchandise 
consisting of two polished cylinder glass sheets glued together, with a rim 
of adhesive substance to keep dampness from between the sheets, designed 
for use as material for automobile wind shields, is too far processed or 
advanced for classification as polished cylinder glass under paragraphs 
86 and 90 of the Tariff. It is dutiable as “all glass or manufactures of 
glass * * * orof which glass is the component material of chief value 
not specially provided for” under paragraph 95.  (‘T.D. 37,013.) 

T'apestry—Embroidery.a—As commonly used, the term ‘“ embroidery” 
signities a form of ornamental work produced by the needle on a completed 
textile or other existing suitable surface, and necessarily implies the orna- 
mentation and not the creation of the textile or other surface which it is 
designed to embellish. Embroidery is in its very nature a stitching not a 
weaving process. A textile fabric, the distinguishing feature of which is an 
even, unbroken surface, ornamented in the making with figures and designs 
in coloured threads or yarns, is tapestry, and is not dutiable as embroidery 
under paragraph 358 of the Tariff. It is dutiableas “cloths, * * * and 
all manufactures of every description made, by any process, wholly or in chief 
value of wool, not specially provided for” (par. 288). (‘T'.D. 37,049.)

It provides that there shall be levied and collected at every manufactory in 
British India on all motor spirit produced in such manufactory a duty at the 
rat2 of 6 annas per imperial gallon. 

“ Motor spirit’ is defined in the Act as any inflammable hydro-carbon 
(including any mixture of hydro-carbuns or any liquid containing hydro- 
carbon) which is capable of being used for providing reasonably efficient 
motive power for any form of motor vehicle. 

Provision is also made in the Act for the imposition of an additional duty 
on motor spirit imported into British India. (See Notice in Tariff Section 
of this “ Journal.”’) (C. 7,612.)

Later, when copper is cheaper, an inter-connecting wire may ve 
run from the West Coast to the Great Lake. In the central plateau region 
several schemes, quite apart from the Great Lake, are now being enquired 
into. Itis thought that 40,000 horse-power— possibly more—can be developed 
on the mnver Derwent; the works will probai:ly be some distance below Lake 
St. Clair, which will serve as areservoir. The Arthur Lakes are a source 
which seems well able to yield 40,000 to 50,000 horse-power. ‘These schemes 
are likely to be held in abeyance for some time, but, when things become 
normal again, T'asmania-should be able to produce a very large amount of 
hydro-electric power.

The power contained in the Nerwegian waterfalls has been estimated at 
from 6,000,000 to 10,000,000 h.p., and the development of these falls has been 
accomplished largely through the aid of foreign capital. 

The acquisition of water power by foreigners in Norway is regulated by 
the Law of 18th September, 1909, by the terms of which only the Norwegian 
Government or Municipalities or Norwegian subjects were permitted to 
acquire waterfalls of more than 1,000 h.p. without Government sanction for 
each individual case. This Law was made more stringent by the Law of 4th 
August, 1911, which provided, inter alia, for a tax payable to the local 
authority and the State. 

A Royal Commission, which has been at work for several years on a revision 
of concession legislation, has just submitted to the Storthing a new Bill. 
Under this Bill it will be more difficult for foreigners to invest capital in 
Norwegian industrial enterprises and other.real property. It is also proposed 
that foreign subjects and companies shal] not be allowed to acquire concessions 
except in special cases, as, for instance, when an industrial concern already 
in operation wishes to acquire or regulate a waterfall. Joint stock and other 
limited liability companies must in future have an entirely Norwegian 
board, with registered offices in Norway, and exclusively Norwegian capital, 
in order to obtain permission to acquire waterfalls. 

In the case of mining property a concession period of not more than 50 
years is proposed. ‘The concessionaire must engage not only to build work- 
men’s dwellings, but also schools and assembly rooms, and also to make an 
annual payment in the form of a risk premium to cover possible injuries sus- 
tained by workmen, besides the usual, and greatly increased, dues to the 
State and the Jocal authority. 

As instancing the extent to which foreign capital has been employed in 
Norwegian industrial enterprises, it is stated that an investigation made in 
1909 showed that at that time 38 per cent. of the capital of industrial com- 
panies was in foreign hands; that 85 per cent. of the capital in electro-

According to this report, 
which is subject to slight correction as regards the 1916 figures, the quantity 
of cotton (exclusive of linters*) ginned from the 1916 crop was 11,356,944 
running bales (counting round as half bales), as compared with 11,068,178 
bales and 15,905,840 bales from the 1915 and 1914 crops respectively. In 
equivalent 500 lb. bales the number for 1916 would be 11,442,838, as compared 

with 11,191,820 for 1915, and 16,154,930 tor 1914. 

The average gross weight for the bale, counting round as half bales and 
excluding linters, was 503°8 lb. for 1916, 505°6 lb. for 1915, and 507°2 Ib. for 
1914. 

The number of ginneries in operation for the L916 crop was 21,621, as 
compared with 23,162 for the crop of 1915.

AUSTRALIA. 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence is in receipt of a copy of a 
Report on Report on the Timber Import Trade of Australia by the 
Timber Trade. Special limber rade Commissioner of the Canadian 
Government. This Report was called for with the 
object of discovering the causes of the serious decline in Canada’s share of 
the timber imports into Australia. The Commissioner states that the chief 
obstacles in the way of the Canadian timber trade with Australia are that 
(1) the channels of the trade are non-British—the trans-Pacitic timber 
brokerage and shipping business being entirely in the hands of what are 
chiefly United States companies; and that (2) the trade has suffered 
through the tremendous over-production of lumber on the Pacific coast, 
and the dumping of this lumber abroad under conditions of competition 
ruinous to many of the producers.

Decisions by the Umpire. 


Pursuant to’ paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) 
Regulations, the Minister of Laboar hereby gives Notice of the following 


decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions are payable :— 


A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 
2163X. Jewellery mounters engaged wholly or mainly in making or repair- 
ing metal mounts of any description. 

This decision, together with decisions B2162 and ,2163X, supersedes 
decisions B1792 and a2001X (* Board of Trade Journal” of the 14th 
Sentember, 1916, and the 26th October, 1916, respectively). (Appli- 
cation 494X). 

2164X. Jewellery setters engaged wholly or mainly in setting stones in 
metal mounts of any description. 

This decision, together with decisions 82162 and 42164X, supersedes 
decisions B1792 and a2001X (“ Board of T'rade Journal” of the 14th 
September, 1916, and the 26th October, 1916, respectively). In accord- 
ance with section 3 (2) of the National Insurance (Part 11. Amendment) 
Act, 1914, contributions in respect of workmen covered by this decision, 
but previously excluded in virtue of decision B1792, are payable as from 
the rd May, 1917. (Apovlication 494X).

This decision, together with decisions 12163X and a2164X, supersedes 
decisions B1792 and a200}X (“ Board of Trade Journal” of the 14th 
September, 1916, and the 26th October, 1916, respectively). (Appli- 
cation 494X). 

2216. Workmen (other than those engaged in sawmilling or machine wood- 
work) employed by a firm of dyers and cleaners, and engaged wholly or 
mainly in making and repairing movable woodwork such as movable dye 
baths, tables, benches, frames, etc., not being fittings of wood of a kind 
commenly forming part of the construction or decoration of buildings. 

2219. Workmen engaged in making by hand removable fonts, pulpits and 
reredoses, and other furniture of wood. 


Note.—Decisions in which the Umpire has decided that contributions are 
payable under the National Insurance (Part il.) (Munition Workers) Act, 
1916, are indicated by the letter X at the end of the number, e.g., 1554X. 
Contributions under these decisions are payable as from the 4th September, 
1916. 

Where no reference is given to an Application, the question has been 
decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not admitting of reason- 
able doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations. 

Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question of 
general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a previous 
decision, are not published. 
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
